In response to the Chief Prosecutor's Office, the General Inspection of the Ministry of Internal Affairs of 
Georgia has carefully studied the photo and video materials as well as statements published by the media, 
Ombudsman's Office and NGOs on violations of disciplinary code of the Ministry of Internal Affairs of 
Georgia by police while preventing illegal actions of demonstrators on May 26, 201 1. 

As a result of internal investigation, the order of the Minister of Internal Affairs was issued on July 1 4, 
according to which 4 employees were fired, one employee was reduced in his position, 3 employees received 
stern reprimands and 8 employees received reprimands. g o
